This is not a complete listing of all the Hardy Plants grown at Wayside Gardens. At this time we offer only those 
varieties and kinds which do best when transplanted in the autumn. 


ACHILLEA - Milfoil or Yarrow 


Showy rock and border perennials, some of which are valuable for cut 
flowers. Some have silvery and others elegantly cut foliage, which adds 
considerably to the beauty of the plants. 


Culture. All will succeed in any good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. A 
too rich soil should be avoided. Plant in autumn or early spring, 8 to 
10 inches apart. As neariy all grow freely, it is advisable to lift, divide, 
and repiant every third year. Directly after the plants cease flowering, 
cut the shoots back. 


Ptarmica, Snowball

Plant in fall or 
early spring, 18 inches apart, except Myosotidiflora, which should be 
planted in groups of three or more, about 8 inches apart.

Culture: Delphiniums require a rich, generous and well drained soil. Or. 
soils of a light or medium nature, dig in plenty of heavy loam to give more 
substance. In those of heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the sub- 
soil and compost of two parts loam and one of equal proportions of soft 
coal cinders, which help greatly to make the soil porous and well drained. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, but by no means cut the stems right down to the ground 
immediately after blooming. This should not be done until the old stalks 
shows signs of turning yellow and fading. Then a second crop of flowers 
may be expected later on.

Starts into 
growth quite late in spring.

Plant 
in autumn or spring. They enjoy moisture at the root and do not get 
winter killed even in wet places.

The above mentioned conditions are entirely beyond our control and 
we cannot be held responsible for stock when lost because of them. 
Complaints should be made within one month after delivery. Any 
stock which does not arrive in good condition will be replaced free of 
charge at once. 


METHOD OF SHIPMENT 


The shrubs and plants we ship are larger than generally offered 
in catalogs. 


It is impossible to know weight and sizes in advance. Therefore, 
transportation charges are not included in the purchase price. 
Most shipments are sent by express, this being the best method, 


because large bundles rarely comply with postal regulations. Small 
packages travel by parcel post. We advance the postage. We kind- 
ly request you refund postage to us in any convenient way. 
A notice of the amount you owe us will be found in the package. 
If you request shipment by parcel post and size of package 
complies with postal regulations, we will so forward your order, 
sending it ‘parcel post charges collect.” 
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
